Toward the end of 1942, I was looking up some facts(for a stoz *7 1 
was writing) in the Public Library's dusty archives, I don f t even re¬ 
member what the story was now that stated me on the adventure of my 
life. It must have been a Soience-Fiction plot to have led me into the 
Scientific section of that musty building on that dreary afternoon,»• 

I wasn't half thru the endless shelves when my eyes fell upon a 
worn copy of Charles Fort, The Title startled me: The Book of the Damn- 
ed. It deserved a look#I thought. It's funny how your life revolves on 
small incidents, I'd been interested in Science and the Supernatural 
since a ah!Id,but I believe it was this book that undid me.., 

I sat there in the dust and read and recorded until a clap of thun¬ 
der reminded me that the startling world of Fort was THIS world, X 
glan c e d o ut the window and saw rain beating on the panes and running 
down in riverlets. It was olosing-time at the Library, Holuct&ntly I 
closed the book and looked to see if there night be other books by 
this sobering author. There were. So I gathered them up and, pulling 
off the lightcord, made my way back to the clerk,,* 

Heedless to say,after finishing reading Fort,I contimind into the 
other brave Researchers into the Unknown, Book after book passed my 
hungry oy® in the years that followed,and I still to read as 

many as I can,,* 

1943- 1945 found me working on a Daily Newspaper, thus giving me a 
chance to purvey all the News Services and Teletypes, The Public Li¬ 
brary continued to satisfy my appetite for back-issues however as they 
bad huge stacks of yellow,brittle papers and magazines and heavy scrap¬ 
books dating back to Vo1,1-No,1 Issues*,• 

1944- 'poo-Fighters 11 seen pacing our planes in Europe, These reports 
read like Science-Fiction, Could the Carmans be that far ahead of us? 

I reread the OLD reports again, they were so similar it was frightening^ 
These "Foo-Fightera" had been seen for Centuries,,,Were they from

1945 - AtomIo feombs,..Science-Fiction becomes FACT,., I started a

I took more of an interest in the ''Saucers" than any other phenomena,., 
July, 1947-My Newsletter contacted serious, interested persons all 
around the World and we exchanged ideas and information, i had no more 
free time as one thing rapidly followed another. Now mv PILE of Oddi¬ 
ties, which 1 bega£n in 1942,was invaluable* I started "UFO Center,,. 

1 believed the 'SaUcera* were from another Planet,tho it seemed fan¬ 
tastic,,. 1 was not alone in my curiosity,and many were collecting 
Saucer files which were to prove priceless in the near future 

August, 1947-1 was still writing a Colvsnn in a National Magazine & 

I wanted to give my Interplanetary Theory to the Public, This was 
against the Publisher's wishes,so I was blocked,,, 

But,OTHERS were working. In TRUE Magazine, the theory did get na¬ 
tional attention. This Editor assigned several men to the story,among 
them- Don Reyhoe, who broke it to the World(in Deo,1949),,, 

1946-1 resigned from the National Magazine over Policy,., 

In the 1947-1956 period-I was as busy as is humanly possible run¬ 
ning UFO CENTER,,,And in 1956,INFINITY became a Public Newsletter by 
Popular Demand, •. H,B*
